T H E FAHMI M l SITUATION' 


THE Milara Tribune, of which George J. Van Rhee is editor 
and publisher, takes this view of the farming situation. 
It is undoubtedly a fact that politicians have done great in­ 
jury to farming through statements that agriculture was finan­ 
cially in a serious plight and needed federal assistance, 
“ harm 
relief” has been a clarion call for politicians the last few years 
and more recently we have heard of “ over-production.” 
How to 
handle the surplus is the bogey man in the farm situation. 
Speaking before a farmers’ institute recently, it. VV. Dunlap, 
assistant secretary of agriculture, is quoted as saying that some 
of the things needed to bring about a farming revival are: “ in­ 
creased farm efficiency; decreased acreage in tilled land; increased 
production per acre, but a decrease in the total crop production of 
some crops; improvement of quality; standardization of farm 
products; efficient marketing; and more organization and co-op- 
eration among farmers.” 
If over-production is the big problem the solution should l>e 
a reduction in the number of farmers, and there are always a 
number of farmers who are not efficient. The inefficient producer 
muddles along, producing at a loss to himself and h e lp in g destroy 
the market. 
The facts are, however, that efficient farmers have been mak­ 
ing headway; perhaps th** conditions have not been the best but 
.some of them in our locality where dairying is the big thing, are 
making money. 
We consider that government help is about the 
worst thing that can happen to farming; when an industry has 
to depend upon some outside source for assistance it does not look 
well. 
When it solves its own difficulties it is making headway, 
and politicians have done us incalculable harm in shouting “ hard 
times” merely to get to the ears of the farmers. 
Legislation 
would not help very long if it did any good at all and would prove 
harmful in the end, in our opinion. 
Improving production along 
the various lines of farm endeavor so as to produce more of a bet­ 
ter article at a less cost, is what will prove a winner.

Pilgrim Strayed From 
Path of Righteousness 
John Billington was one of tile Pil­ 
grim Fathers. 
He led a tumultuous 
life, made numerous enemies and dis­ 
tinguished himself by being the first 
person bunged in Plymouth colony. 
rTbe day of ids execution was one of 
triumph for the righteous. 
There had 
been u great deal of controversy as to 
whether Billington’! life should be 
taken, w hether in fact the colony had 
legal right to hang him ; but in tile 
end tim question was decided by ex­ 
pediency. 
* 
Ii*- was one of the signers of the 
compact on board tile Mayflower, that 
document which lins so often been the 
them e of orators. 
His family were 
public figures from th** beginning of 
the colony, and this man’s death at 
the hands of ills fellow citizens was a 
turning point in Hie fife of the settle­ 
ment. 
Yet tile Inquiring reader will 
.search far In school histories Par any 
inkling that such an Individual ever 
existed. 
Textbooks for tile new generation 
generally paint the Pilgrims as God­ 
fearing, heroic people, who came to 
these shores so that they might wor­ 
ship the Deity in their own way. They 
are credited with courage, persever­ 
ance, democratic ideals, devotion to 
duty. 
But if one digs into the early 
records of Plymouth for the story of 
John Billington he will find that not 
all the Mayflower voyagers were love­ 
ly folk. 
There was conflict among 
them, and castelines, and doctrinal di­ 
vision. 
Discord had arisen on the 
ship long before land was sighted. 
Billington was hanged in Plymouth 
on September 30, 1030, ten years aft­ 
er lite arrival of the 102 colonists off 
Provincetown. 
He 
had 
waylaid 
a 
young man named John Newcomin, 
with whom he had quarreled, and shot 
him. 
Newcomin had interfered with 
his hunting deer. 
The defendant was 
arraigned before both grand and petit 
Juries ami w as found guilty of wilful 
murder, “bv Plaine and notorious evi­ 
dence.’’—*Joliu N. BelTel in McNaught s 
Monthly.

Pilgrim Strayed From 
Path of Righteousness 
John Billington was one of the Pil­ 
grim Fathers. 
H e led a tumultuous 
life, made numerous enemies and dis­ 
tinguished himself by being the first 
person bunged in 
Plymouth colony. 
’J he day of his execution was one of 
triumph for the righteous. 
There had 
been a great deal of controversy as to 
whether BilMngton's life should he 
taken, whether in fuet the colony bud 
legal right to hang him; but in the 
end the question was decided by ex­ 
pediency. 
lie was one of the signers of the 
compact on board Hie Mayflower, that 
document which has so often been Hie 
theme of orators. 
His family were 
public figures from the beginning of 
the colony, and this man's death at 
the hands of his fellow citizens was a 
turning point iii the fife of the .settle­ 
ment. 
Yet the inquiring reader will 
search far In school histories Bit any 
inkling that such att IndBldual ever 
existed. 
Textbooks for the new generation 
generally paint the Pilgrims as God­ 
fearing, heroic people, who came to 
these shores so that they might wor­ 
ship the Deity in their own way. They 
are credited with courage, [tersever­ 
ance, democratic ideals, devotion to 
duty. 
But if one digs into the early 
records of Plymouth for the story of 
John Billington he will find that not 
all the Mayflower voyagers were love­ 
ly folk. 
There was conflict among 
them, and castelines, and doctrinal di­ 
vision. 
Discord had arisen on the 
ship long before land was sighted. 
Billington was hanged In Plymouth 
on September 30, 1830, ten years aft­ 
er the arrival of the 102 colonists off 
Provincetown. 
He 
had 
waylaid 
a 
young man named John Newcomin, 
with whom he had quarreled, and shot 
him. 
Newcomin had interfered with 
his hunting deer. 
The defendant was 
arraigned before both grand and petit 
Juries and was found guilty of wilful 
murder, “by Plaine and notorious evi­ 
dence.”—John N. Beffel In McNaughts 
Monthly.
